EUROPEAN GOSSIP. 

Germany's iW Taxation Projects- 
Bismarck Suspected of Upposiup; 
Tliem-Tlie Oltaucellor's HealtL. 

Parties in the ReicliHtagf-The New 
War Minister aud His Special 
Qualiilcatious. 

(Copyright, 1893. by tho United Proas.) 
Berlin, Oct, 21. — Tho government organs 
have hitherto professed to consider that tho 
new taxation projects had been dtfinitoly 
settled among tho federal states, but are 
now obliged to admit that thero aro serious 
differences between tho oftiuiuls of tho South 
German states and tho Imperial ministers. 
As Wurtemburg leads the opposition to 
Finance Minister Miquel'a taxation pro- 
posals, there is a suspicion that Prineo 

BISMABOK HAS 1IAD A 1IAVD 
in the matter. During the Prince's sojourn 
at Kissingen ho was visited by Huron von 
Mittnaoht, president of tho Wurtemburg 
Council ot Ministers. It was then supposed 
that tho viait was one of courtesy, only for 
t!ie purpose of inquiring as to the Prince's 
health. It ia now said that Prineo Bis- 
marck, ou that occasion, suggested 
to Biron von Mittnaoht, to follow 
a coutse in the taxation proposals 
adverse to tho Imperial Government. 
Whatever tho truth may bs, it is certain 
that a serious deadlock exists. Tho situa 
tiou is such that another conference of 
Ministers has been suddenly summoned to 
meet hero on Monday, with a view to 
calming tho public agitation against the 
proposed tobacco imports, which aro ex- 
citing moro feeling than the proposed 
wine tuxes. The North German Ga- 
zette has published an artielo to show 
that France, England, Ituly and Austria 
impoao heavier taxes than those proposod 
by Germany. Statistics may bo moro effect- 
ive in dobato in the Reichstag than instilling 
tho general discontent evoked by the to- 
bacco tax proposed. Notwithstanding tho 
uguutiou against thorn, these proposals, 
with those concerning wine slightly modi- 
fied, will ultimately pass tho Reichstag. The 
FOUTIOAIi I'AIITIES 

have already arranged themselves bo that 
an accurate forecast can be made of how tho 
votes will go. The Conservatives, with the 
greater number of the mombers of the 
Reichstag party, the Agrariun party, Free 
Conservatives, National Liberals, some anti- 
Semites, a flection of the Freiainnige party, 
and all tho Pole* will support the Govern- 
ment against tho Centre party, Socialists, 
Richterists, Alsatians and Independ- 
ents. The Government, therefore, 
oan count on a majority of from 
fifteen to twenty. The greatest interest is 
attached to the improved capacity of the 
new War Ministor, Gon. Broussart Schillon- 
dorff, as a parliamentarian and taotioian, 
Gen. von Kulterborn Stashau owes his re- 
tirement from tho position to his incompe- 
tency as a parliamentarian. He was 
an admirable minister, so far aB 
knowing every detail of tho War 
offieo wus concorned, but ho was in- 
capablo of replying to the attacks of 
hostile members of the Reichstag. General 
Broussart Schillondorf is credited with 
possessing some of the heat qualities of his 
decoased brother, who, at one time, was 
War ministor, and whoso abilities as a de- 
hater equalled his giftB us an administrator. 
Walter Broussart von Schillondorf, 

THE PRESENT MINISTER, 

is a General of tho infantry. He has made 
campaigns in Denmark, Austria and France. 
He at one time commanded the third army 
corps, and at the time of his elevation to 
tho ministry, was in command of tho army 
corps stationed in Hanover. Ho is sixty 
years of age, and ia alert and keen, mentally 
und physically, l'oesibly it is not in any- 
wise thej Emperor's fault, but within five 
years he has used up in succession in the 
war office, Generals K imeke, Von Schillen- 
dorf, Verdy du Vernais und Von Kalter- 
born Stushau. This ia Buggestivo of some 
defect in his knowledge of men. 

Tho condition of Prince Bismarck haa so 
improved that the Princess Bismarck has 
been able to leave Friedrichsruhe and go to 
Schonhausen to bio hor daughter-in-law 
Countess Herbert, who is thero awaiting 
her confinement, an event that iH expooted 
:cur in tho near future. Prince Bis- 
k wants to start for Vaizin. Ho has 
sent orders to proparo for his reception 
there; but Dr. Scheningtr veto d the 
change, not becnuso tho Prince could not 
stand tin journey, but in order to keep 
him in hiu present routine and favorable 
surroundings. 

DISTURBED REPUBLICS. 

President i'eixoto Proposes to Proceed Against 
the Brazilian Insurgents More Vigorously 
—'Guatemalan Dissatisfaction. 

Montevideo, Out. 21.— AdViocs from Bio 
do Janeiro indicate that President Peixoto 
proposes to conduct tho campaign against 
tho insurgents with moro vigor than hereto- 
fore. He haB ordered tho force at Santos to 
bo strengthened in preparation for an ex- 
pected attuck from Mello's squadron. 

Sonator Buy Barbosa says that on his 
arrival in Bio ho would huve been taken by 
force from tho British steamer Msgdalena 
had not Captain Long of the warship Sybille 
interfered. He sent a party of British sail- 
ors aboard the Magdulena to prevent any 
violence ou a British ship on which Barbosa 
had taken refuge. Pelxoto's spiea, ho said, 
hold him until tho steamer reached 
tho River Plato. Hia friends and re- 
latives visited him aboard tho steamer be- 
fore sailing from Bio. Aa soon as they re- 
turned to shore they were arrested und 
thrown in jail. 

There are now GOO political prisoners in 
tho jail at Bio do Janeiro who have been 
arrested under orders from Peixoto, Bar- 
bosa'a friends tell him thero nro scenes of 
cruelty nnd tyrrany daily witnessed in Rio. 
Carta arrive at the cemetery almost every 
day containing tho headless bodies of legia- 
lutorB und other political prisoners who 
have been executed, often without trial, by 
tho Government. Polico apies, according to 
Barbosa, watoh all suspected private citi- 
zens, and particularly " shadow " members 
of congreps and political leaders. There is 
no concealment of tho fuot that thoy aro 
under aurveillanco. 

Guatemala, Oct. 21. — A deputation of 
high officials of tho republic waited upon 



President Barrios nn Thuri-diy ovening and 
demanded that the state sfftira bo restored 
to the condition in which they wero previ- 
ous to his ooup d'etat. Tho President re- 
fused immediate compliance, and said ho 
would regard any intriguo for foreign inter- 
ference as treason unci would order now 
elections at tho proper time. Roderiguez, 
OaBtillejo and other deputies aro undor ar- 
rest. 



CABLE LETTER. 



ALMOST A RIOT. 

Attempt to Pall Down tho Union Jack From 
the Tower of Blarney Castle. 

CmrjAno, Oct. 21.— There was almost a 
riot in Lady Abordeen's village of industries 
to-night. A second attempt was mado by 
about fifteen Irishmen to pull down the 
Union Jack which has boen floating from 
the tower of Blarney Castlo in honor of 
Lady Aberdeen's husband, the Governor- 
General of Canada. Tho men gained acceas 
to tho top of tho tower and tore down tho 
English emblem, because they did not con- 
sider it ought to havo been hoisted in an 
Irish village. They wero detected in tho 
act by tome village employes, aud tho 
guards drove tho offenders out into tho Mid- 
way. Tho gang returned stealthily, 
in u short time, and climb d ovor the 
side of tho fonce. Tho guards wore on the 
alert, howover, suspecting that another 
attempt would be mailo ua Boon aa the (Ug 
wub strung u[i again and pounced upon tho 
intruders. Then came an exciting part 
of tho Eoune; the guards summoned 
tho patrol wagon und tried to ar- 
rest tho whole number; in the fuco 
of threats from u crowd of several thousands, 
who quickly gathered round, the village. 
The wugon came on tho double quick, and 
tho forco of guards triod to cope with tho 
anti-English visitors. Thoy no sooner had 
got ono or two of their prison- 
ers into the wagon than tho men 
pressed round and pulled them out. 
Three of tho ringleaders wero finally taken 
prisoners after a pitched battle of some 
minutes' duration. The Earl of Aberdeen 
arrived at the village with hia secretary just 
after the outbreak had ended, and was very 
indigmnt at the insult which had been 
offered tho Aug of Hor Majesty's Empire.

Beam camo to her death 
by an explosion of gasoline, and further, 
that C. L. Trotter caused the said explo- 
sion, with intent to commit arson, 
and did commit arson and murder. 
Tho evidence went to show that Trotter, 
who wus proprietor of the dyo house, in 
order to got oven with W. H, Merrlam, 
owner of tho wrecked building, for a real 
or fancied griovance, hud planned a week 
before to carry out his diabolical plot to 
destroy tho building, and, in order to pro- 
tect himself from financial loss, ho, a fow 
days before, heavily insurod his business. 
Tho result of tho verdict spread rapidly, 
and intense indignation prevails against 
Trotter. He will huvo to bo guarded 
securely to prevent lynching.

He will contend, for instance, that no church 
of Wales exists, but merely the Church of 
England in Wales. Tho first clause of bis 
bill will constitute the expiring sees into a 
Welsh church under the Archbishoprio of 
St. Davids. Tho subsequent . clauses 
will specify the details of the 
disestablishing process. The Conser- 
vatives havo started a report that Mr. 
Gladstone will abandon his candidal uro for 
Midlothian district at the next election be- 
cause of fears that he will be defeated. At 
tho last election his majority was only 690 
and tho Conservatives say promises to fade 
away entirely at tho next contest. Tho re- 
port of hia retirement from the district, 
however, is pure fiction. In his last inter- 
view with his election committee, he gave 
and recoived assurances that his connection 
with his historic constituency will bo main- 
tained. 

The Indian government telegraphed to 
London on Tuesday to udvieo urgently that

aa would equalize tho price of silvor and the 
price of rupees. The despatch waB debated 
in council ut the Iodia Office, with the re- 
sult that tho auggeBiion of the Indian gov- 
ernment was condemned as untimely. The 
Earl of Kimberly's response ia underatood 
to indicate however, that in the 
near future the duty will bo imposed. The 
homo government heaitatea to take any 
action in the matter before tho currency 
queation in tho United States shall be set- 
tled. For three months the India Council 
has been unable to soil bills, yet thoy must 
pay in London during tho current financial 
year £18,775,000 sterling. An Indian loan 
appears, therefore, to bo inevitable

Reply of the Saltan of Morocco Awaited— No

Paris, Oct. 21.— A dispatch recoived 
from Tangier by tho Spanish ambassador in 
thia city atatea that it is believed that tho 
reply of tho Sultan of Morocco to the first 
of the Spanish notes will be givon beforo tho 
Spanish operations at Melilla begin. The 
dispatch adds that Baja El Arahi has pro- 
mised Gen. Margallo to persuade the Arabs 
to destroy tho entrenchments they have 
thrown up around Melilla and to ceuso their 
resistance to tho Spanish authority at that 
place.

ACBOSS THE CONTINENT. 

A 'NVonian's Threo Thousand Five Hundred 
Mile Walk to Montreal. 

Montreal, Oct. 21. — After a walk of 
3,500 miles from San Franoisco, Mrs. Loda 
Lavalle lies in Notro Dame hospital dying 
from the hardships suffered during bor 
tramp. Sho reached hero last night, hav- 
ing been seven months on tho road, aud was 
picked up on tho wharf this morning un- 
conscious. Sho was worn to a shadow, aud 
so weak sho could not raise horself. Mrs. 
Lavalle told a reporter that twelve years 
ago sho emigrated from Montreal to San 
Francisco with her husband. They had 
three children, and managed to eke out o 
baro living. A year ago hor husband died, 
and then her threo children wero carriod off 
by smallpox. Friendless and without money 
she dotermiuod to return to Montreal, where 
she was born, if only to dio thero. With a 
horao unci buggy she started out, deponding 
on tho charity of people sho mot for food. 
Aftor travelling 700 milos her horse bocamo 
usoless and bIio had to sell it for §20. Sho 
then started out on foot, tramping from town 
to town. Sho aufferod greatly from hungor 
and weakness. Sometimes for a day bIio 
would bo without food. Hor boots wero 
worn nut and she hud to tio strips of hor 
dress around hor feet, but still sho tramped 
on. Onco In a whilo a friendly mau would 
givo her a lift and several times train hunds 
permitted her to ride on freight trains. 
Some littlo trinkets sho had wero sold to 
buy food, but eenorally sho begged from 
door to door. Often sho slept by tho road- 
side when night came on and there wua no 
farm houso Mrs. Lavallo is probably tho 
only woman who over croBHed tho 
continent on foot untlor audi circumstances. 



MANHATTAN'S DAY. 



New York's Celebration a Most Im- 
posing Part of World's Fair 
Proceedings. 

Grand Military Display— Over Seventy- 
Five Thousand Undoes Distri- 
buted Before Noon. 

Chicago, Oct. 21. — Now York paid tri- 
bute to Chicago and tho glories of tho 
White City to day. Thousands of the best 
citizons from Manhattan island came to 
the fair to pay homage and admiration with- 
out stint in formal recognition of Chicago's 
greatness and achiovemont, within the 
bqundary of Jackson park, headed by a 
municipal dolegation from the metropolis 
of the Now World, at tho head of which 
was Mayor Gilroy. Finorskioa and a moro 
pleasant temperature could not have been 
wished for. Thero waa not even a chronic 
Chicago lake wind to remind Now Yorkers 
that tho World's Fair City and the Windy 
City were ono and tho same. Now York's 
artistically draped building was tho point 
to which '20,000 New Yorkers (the esti- 
mated number of the visitors) made their 
way us Boon as they entered the grounds. 

This morning lines of Columbian guards 
wero at the entrance keeping {ingoing and 
outgoing processions of Gothamues from 
running into each other. Somo strong meas- 
ures were necessary to do this. All parts of 
the building, particularly around registers 
and places where Manhattan Day badges 
were being distributed to everybody wero 
crowded. All who uBked for a badge aaid 
he or sho eithor lived in New York city or 
their parents were born there. It all 75,000 
budges were printed and had been dis- 
tributed by noon. 

The first event on the programme was a 
parado of Buffalo Bill's Wild West circus 
and other members of his show through the 
grounds, Thoy wero accompanied by a 
band. Multitudes of people gathered around 
the new Liberty Bell on tho Terminal Pluzi, 
then came the Cook County Democracy 
marching down Midway and around by the 
administration building to tho Illinois dome, 
where thoy disbanded. They turned out 
several hundred strong as a compliment to 
tho other Democratic organizition known 
as Tammany Hall. Mayor Gilroy and his 
p irty escorted to the groundB from tho 
Auditorium hotol by a committee from Chi 
cago's common council headed by Mayor 
Harrison. Then came carriages behind the 
old guard of New York, 125 strong. The 
marchers were reviewed at tho Now York 
building by Gen. Nelson A. Miles, U. S 
army ; General VV heelor, Illinois National 
Guards, aud tho chief magistrates of tho two 
cities which wero united to-day and the 
executive committee from New York. The 
day's exercises, which were held in featival 
hall, couaisted of addreaaes, music and an 
ode by Joaeph D G. Clarke. Gov. Flower, 
Mayor Gdroy, Chauncey M. Depew, Seth 
Low, Gen. Horace Porter, Congressman 
Fellows and Mayor Harrison were the prin- 
cipal speakers. Archbishop Corrigun 
Drought the exercises to a close with the 
benediction. A pretty feature of the day 
will bo the presentation of a stand of colors 
to the First regiment on tho terminal plaza, 

Tho Lineffa Kuaaian choir, the Mux 
Boudix quartette, Clarence Eddy and 
Agnes Thomas will givo concer a during the 
day. At 5:30 a parade of floats will take 
placet the 12 floats representing Liberty en- 
lightening the world, independence, war, 
peace, commerce, Chicago 181'2, Chicago 
lire, Columbus before Isabel, Swedish myth 
ology, early English discovery, Germans in 
America, and Germana in art. They will 
bo reviewed from tho terraco of tho Now 
York building by tho Mayor, Govornor and 
others. A balloon uacouBinn, donkey racea, 
boat races, fireworks and Indian dancea will 
complete the day's programme.

A CHALLENGE. 

The Nows-Advortisor continues its vain 
attempts to divert attention from its own 
want of loyalty to tho Provinco by falsely 
asserting that tho Premier "in his recent 
tour through the Mainlaud did his beat to 
arouse a feeling of sectionalism." Our men- 
dacious contemporary does not attempt to 
substantiate its charge by making quota- 
tions from Mr. Davie's speeches. This, 
if its statements are true, it 
could easily do. Several of tho speeches 
which ho delivered whilo on the Mainland 
have beon published. If the Premier was 
endeavoring in his progress through tho 
Mainland " to arouse a feeling of sectional- 
ism," he would not have failed to make use 
of such opportunities as the gatherings 
at Chilliwack, Surroy, Kamloops 
and the Delta afforded him. Now, we defy 
the Nows-Advertiser to produce a single 
passage from any of the Premier's speeches, 
published or unpublished, in which he gave 
any countennnce to the secessionist move- 
ment begun by tho party of which Mr. F. 
C. Cotton, editor of the Advertiser, is one 
of the leudcrs, and Mr. Kitchen another. 
On tho contrary, the Premier, as often as ho 
had occasion to allude to the secessionist 
party in his speeches, denounced both seces- 
sion and secessionists in tho strongest terms 
he could use. What ho said about the sub- 
ject at Ladner's Landing a few days ago is a 
specimen of tho way in which he treatod 
secession in his speeches everywhere else. 
At that place he is reported in the Colum- 
bian to have said " The tulk of secession 
found no echo on the Delta, which was the 
key to tho union of the Province. He folt 
certain the people of tho Dolta would rather 
part with their life's blood than permit the 
dismemberment of the Province." This 
does not Bound like " arousing a fceliDg of 
sectionalism,' 1 and we aro very sure that 
Mr. Davie's treatment of secession in tho 
othor parts of tho Provinco was in the uauio 
spirit, if not in the samo terms, as at Lad- 
ner's Landing. 

What wo challenge tho Newa- Ad vortiecr 
to do ia to produco from a reliable report of 
any speoch delivered by tho Premier 
while ho was on tho Mainland a single pas- 
sage favoring secession or intended to 
arouse a feeling of sectionalism. If tho 
organ of the Independents does not do thiB, 
it will have to admit that its statements and 
insinuations that Mr. Davie, on his tour 
through tho Mainland, favored sectionalism, 
are deliberately and maliciously falso, not 
only that there is no truth ia them, but 
that thoy are in a peculiar sonso the vory re- 
verse of true. Mr. Davio, whilo on tho 
Muinland, not only did not attompt to 
urouso a feeling of sectionalism, but ho did 
what ho could to discountonance sectional- 
ism and to show that to attompt to carry it 
out into practioo would bo ruinous to tho 
wholo Provinco. Ho discountenancod se- 
cession and deuouucod secessionists as 
traitors, and he insisted on the necessity 
of tho oloBost union hotween tho different 
Bections of tho Provinco. 

He waa, wo undorstand, not long in find- 
ing out thab it was not necessary to warn 
tho people of tho Mainland against tho per- 
nicious teachings of tho secessionists, He 
found that the idea of separation was 
sooutod by all senBiblo men whorevor ho 
wont. So much was this tho case in Cari- 
boo that, ot tho mooting at the 150 Mile 
Houso, Mr. Kitchen found it nocosaary to 
ropudiato separation, and to deny having any 
connection with tho aoporationist potitiou. 
Perhaps tho best sign that secession is un- 
popular in tho Provinco is that tho oditor of 
tho News-Advertiser Iisb found it prudent 
to condemn it. This was not tho cane when 



it was first mooted, and would not be the 
case now, if the people of tho Mainland had 
not promptly rejected it as both stupid and 
miachievous. Wo shall see whether or not 
the News- Advurtiser will accept our chal- 
lenge and produce a single passage from any 
Bpeeeh of Mr. Davie's favoring sectionalism, 



CHINESE AXCLUSION. 

Tho MoCroary bill which is to take th« 
placo ol theGeury Act has pusaed tho Houso 
of Representatives by a very largo majority. 
It is therefore Bafo to Bay that it will Boon 
become tho law of tho laud. It ia not so 
stringent in its terms and will not bo so 
offensive in its operation as waa the Geury 
Act. 

By tho pasoago of this law tho American 
Government got out of a very unpleasant 
and embarrassing position. The Goary Act 
waa, without doubt, an open and a glaring 
violation of tho treaty botweou the United 
Statea aud China. It could not bo put iu 
full operation without giving Berioua offeuso 
to the latti-r country. What China would 
have done if tho United States Government 
had carried out tho provisions of tho Geary 
Act, is not known, but wo aro stifo in Con- 
cluding that in the opinion of the President 
and his Cabinet it would bo some- 
thing exceedingly unploasaut, for they did 
all they could to"prevent tho law being car- 
ried into effect. Tho upholders of tho law 
openly accused the President of acting in on 
unconstitutional manner with regard to that 
law. It is his duty, they contended, to 
carry out tho law, no matter what bis 
opinion of its nature may be. Ho ia bound 
by his oath to administer tho law as ho finds 
it on the statuto book. Ho cannot override 
it or sot it aside. If ho attempted to do so, 
he would bo a traitor to the Republic. 'Jut 
this according to them ia the very thing he 
did with respect to tho Goary Act. His 
neglect to enforce it was, in their opinion, 
a virtual exercise of tho dispensing power. 
The President was therefore between the 
devil and tho deep sea. If ho carried 
out tho law he would commit what 
many United States citizens would 
regard as an act of perfidy towards 
China and he would embroil the 
United States with that country ; if he did 
not carry i', out in good faith he would ren- 
der himself liable to impeachment. Ho, 
therefore, did what ho could to procure 
the repeal of the Geary Act, and while 
that was being dono he temporhod, by 
refraining from carrying out tho law on one 
pretext or another. 

Tho Geary Act never received the ap- 
proval of the people of the United States. 
On the contrary, it was condemned by a 
large proportion of the best citizens as a 
breach of faith with China, and, as a law, 
passed not because it was required, but to 
gain votes. It ia quite probable that when 
tho time comes to enforce the Geary Act, 
tho difficulties now auppoBed to bo got rid 
of will reappear. 

A SIGNIFICANT DEMONSTRATION. 

Tho visit of tho British Mediterranean 
squadron to Italy may have had nothing 
to do with the visit of tho Russian lleot to 
France, but it will be very hard to oonvince 
tho world that thero is no connection be- 
tween the two demonstrations. Tho en- 
thusiastic reception given to tho Russian 
naval officera by the Government and the 
people of France has been construed to 
mean that, iu the event of a European war, 
Franco may depend upon the assistance of 
Russia, and that Russia will find in France 
a firm and faithful ally. This is how tho 
European nations interpret tho very warm 
and very general welcomo that tho officers 
of tho Russia fleet arc receiving iu France. And 
thore aro many indications to show that tho 
people of France, at any rate, attach tho 
same significance to tho Russian visit. 

That the British fleet should visit Italy 
whilo the enthusiastic demonstrations are 
going on in France, may possibly be merely 
an accidental coincidence ; but aa Italy is in 
oloBe allianco with Germany, and as all 
which the Dreibund requires to muko it in- 
vinciblo ia to bo us atroug on seu ub it is on 
land, it is quite possible that both France 
and Russia may suspect that tho appearance 
of tho British squadron in an Italian port 
may have some meaning intended for them. 
They may think that it is Great Britain's 
way of saying to them that it is not wise to 
make too much fuss about the appearonco 
of tho Russian fleet at Toulon, for the 
allied pjwers, when it cornea to tho pinch, 
will have at their command, not only their 
own fleeta, but tho fleet of the greatest 
naval powor in the world. Thero is a kind 
of sign language between nations aa woll as 
botweou iudiviiluala and it ia at times won- 
derfully significant. 

It has beon thought that Germany, Aus- 
tria and Italy are of themsolves a match for 
Russia and Franco combined. It would op- 
poar, howevor, that tho German Emperor 
has not fait quito seeuro and that ho earn- 
estly desired that Great Britain would join 
tho triple allianco. Rumor has said that he 
was not pleased when tho British Govern- 
ment tumod a deaf oar to his represent- 
ations and invitations. Rooont events, 
howovor, may have shown tho British 
Government that it would be wiso to 
preparo in time for trouble with 
Franco and perhaps with Russia as woll, 
and tho visit of tho war ships to Taranto 
has been tho reBult. It may also bo takon 
for an outward and visible sign that tho 
British Government and tho Emporor of 
Germany have come to an understanding. 

The Italians do not appear to bo so do 
lighted to soo the British in Taranto as tho 
French woro to see tho Russian fleet in 
Toulon, but thoy have received tho officers 
of tho British fleet warmly, and crowds have 
flocked to tho seaport to do them honor. 
It is said that thero woro fifty thousand 
visitors in tho town, which has only twenty 
five Lhouaand inhabitants, and that tho 
nowspapera of the wholo of Italy give the 
British viBitora a vory warm groetiug, All 



this ia significant, and its meaning may be 
moro appatent by and by. 

A WOMAN INFIDEL AND ANAR- 
CHIST. 

A woman infidel or a woman anaro'iist is 
fortunately a rare creature, happily so rare 
that when alio ia seen Bhe ia looked upon as 
a kind of curiosity. Women aro, almost 
without exception, beliovora in tho exist- 
ence of a Supremo Being, and tho great 
majority of them aro earnestly and sin- 
cerely devout. Tho religious spirit is so 
general among women that it bus been said 
that if it wero not for them, religion would 
tlio out in tho world. This may not bo 
oxaetly tho whole truth, but it will have to 
be admitted that it is to a great extent true. 
Immoral woman tire, unfortunately, not so 
very rare, but women who aro confirmed 
unbelievers, no matter what their churactor 
may be, uro not often found. 

Men, even sceptics and agnostics, lilto to 
see their womenkiud religious. Thore is 
aomothing ao exceedingly unfominino in in- 
fidelity that most men feel a prejudico 
agaiuat a woman who is an avowed unbe- 
liever. To hear a woman acoff at religion 
and treat sacred things with ridioule, would 
shock oven the man who habitually doos 
those things himself. It ia woll that thia ia 
ao, for it would bo a dreadful thing for 
mankind if tho mothers of tho raco should, 
through some horribly malignant influence, 
lose all regard for religion. Our mothers' 
religion hua a good influence over tho worst 
of us, and itBtays with us all our days. 

Women aro naturally conservatives. 
They aro strongly attached to the good, old 
ways. They aro said to be fickle, but it is 
certain that in many things, and thoso not 
by any means tho least important, they are 
averse to change So much ia this 
the caso that raelicals, us a rule, 
aro opposed to extending tho fran- 
chise to women. They know Unit if 
tho women havo votes and could be provailed 
upon to exercise the franchise, the Conserv- 
ative party in every country would bo 
greatly strengthened. Tho opposition of 
women to the extension to their sex of poli- 
tical rights and privileges is u proof of their 
conservatism. Tho women's rights advo- 
cates find that tho progress of tho cause 
which thoy support is groat ly impeded by 
tho passivo resistance of tho great body of 
womankind and tho active opposition of a 
comparative few. In thinga domestic and 
Bociul, tho consorvatitm of women is often 
amazingly apparent, and as they, of course, 
generally havo their way, revolutions in tho 
homo and in society are very raro indeed. 

Knowing that women are, as a wholo, 
Bincerely religious and intensely conserva- 
tive people are surprised to hear that ono 
of the most active of tho anarchists of New 
York city ia a woman. Her name is Emma 
Goldman. She, aa might bo expected, is 
neither English, Irish, Scotch, Canudian 
nor Amorioan. She is a German. Duriug 
some recent disturbances in tho city, sho 
wa3 apprehended for making speeohes to 
crowds of the unemployed, inciting them to 
violence. 

When she was on her trial, this woman 
was perfectly cool, and she presented to the 
Court a bold front. Sho was truthful, too. 
She did not prevaricate or attempt to ex- 
plain away any of her statements. When 
asked by riie District Attorney, " Do you 
bolievo ina Supreme Being, Miss Goldman ?" 
Sho, after a slight hesitation, replied, "No, 
Sir, I do not." When asked, "Is thero any 
Governmont on earth whose laws you ap- 
prove !" her reply was, "No, Sir, 
for they are all ngainat tho people." 
Her way of bringing about tho changes 
sho desirea may be inferred from 
her answer to tho question, " What do 
you mean by 'social revolution.' " "I mcun," 
sho said, "a war between tho classes und 
the masses, Buch aa was seen in France in 
1871." Those who remember what they read 
about tho scenes that were enacted in Paris 
whon the Communists had their own way 
for a little whilo, will realize the full signi- 
ficance of Emma Goldman's answer, and 
tho means by which tho unarchiats expect 
to renovate society. Tho woman is a dress- 
maker, and appears to havo beon well edu- 
cated. Sho waa found guilty and sentenced 
to ono year's imprisonment. 

Is it not fortunate for the world that wo- 
men of this kind aro exceedingly source ! 
What would aociety come to if thero were 
any considerable number of such unbeliev- 
ing, lawless women as Emma Goldman? 
Who that contemplates her unlovely char- 
acter and imagines tho kind of children she 
would beur and bring up, ifl not thank- 
ful that the dispositions and aentinionta cf 
women in general are exactly tho opposite 
of hers ?

"PRETTY HARD LUCK." 

The .Story of Ills Misfortunes us Belated by 
Songliees Sum— A Houflro of 
Utuiknotes. 

An industrious menibor of tho Songhees 
tribe, who ia known by tho plain, plebian 
name of Sain, has a tale of woe to tell, and 
not unreasonably usUb that the authorities 
givo his case a little consideration. For 
years ho has worked hard to lay by u little 
chiekimin for a rainy day, boing employed 
much of tho timo as u 'longshoreman in 
Victoria, and when the fishing commenced 
early this summer ho had $G00 in good 
Canadian greenOacks to show for his fru- 
gality and industry, 

A little before, he had built for himself a 
cosy cabin near tho E & N. railway line, 
and not far from tho tribe's old buryiug- 
ground, tho materials — lumber, windows, 
doors, nails, etc. —coating, according to a 
Oarefully preserved memorandum, SS I 50, 
Iu this modi at but comfortable habitation 
were an overcoat and several other articles 
of clothiim, tools, bedding, firearms, und, 
in a tin bux carsfully bidden awuy — the 
SliUO in greenbacks. 

When Sam and Mra. Sam left for the 
fishing, an old woman of tho tribo known 
us Mrs. Sigh was installed ua housekeeper 
in tho cabiu, her reward for looking 
ufter the placo and seeing that nothing 
went amiss being the use of tho house, to 
which she moved all her few belongingfl. 
Unfortunately, Mrs. Sigh foil aick, and 
when the doctor came ho said Bhe was Buffer- 
i.ig from an infectious dl ease which, if 
proper precautions wero not taken, would 
spread umong tho tribo. Tho old woman 
was therefore removed and to obviato any 
danger of contagion, tho cabin with its con- 
tents (no one knew the tin box was there) 
was burned to the ground. 

Sam and his wife came home a week or so 
ago, all unprepared to find their home no 
more in existence. They wero shown tho 
dead ashes of the sito and wero told that 
nothing bad beon saved. Here is what 
Sam aayB in a note which reached the Col- 
onist yesterday : 

"I und my wife we loao tho §000 in 
money, clothing $2o, 2 shovels, 52; mattock, 
drawing knife, rifle, $15; shotgun, $13; steel 
crobar, $3; cabin coat SS4J ; and conaider- 
ablo other useful articles tiBtroyed. Mrs. 
Sigh lost feathers bed, clothing and other 
property amounting to §100. I can get no 
work now and hunger is before us. Do you 
think this way treat a man is fair ? " 

The medical man who attended Mra. Sigh 
could not bo seen yesterday as he waa out 
of town, nor could Officer Lewis, by whose 
instructions the cabin ia said to have been 
deatroyed. Tho unfortunato Sum's story ia 
therefore given for what it ia worth, It 
being true, ho und his wife appear to be iu 
" pretty hard luck."

ENGLAND'S "LITTLE WAR." 



Circumstances Leading Up to 
Present Trouble iu South 
Africa, 



the- 



And Some Interesting 1 Information 
Concerning the Pedpie V/lio Cou- 
stitute " the Enemy." 



(Writton for tho Colonist.) 

In tho iaauea of tho luat fow duys 
telecrums announco a somewhat serious 
state of uffiira in South Africa, and as n 
good many people in British Columbia have 
frienda there, I veaturo to give a alight 
though necessarily somewhat skeleton ao 
count of the proceedings whioh have led up 
to tho laat " little war." 

Commencing with the surrender of the 
Transvaal by the Gladatone (Jovornmont, in 
1880, to the Boera, tho whole hiatory of tho 
present troubla can bo traced. Tho Iioere, 
as other Berril-oivilizad people are apt to do, 
mistook Britain's motive in the matter, and 
attributed to fear rather thau magnanimity 
the " disgraceful " surrender. 

After this they claimed rights in Bechu 
analand which tho Britieh Government 
found it necosaary to dispute in tho inter 
ests of the Capo Colony, and Sir Charles 
AVarren was sent out to command an expe 
dition of regular and colouiul troops ir 
1885. Tho boor loaders, recognizing that 
the ohief J and tho foico under their com- 
mand were different to tho unfortunate Sir 
George Colley and hia detachments of Brit- 
ieh regulars, hacked down, Bechuanaland 
became a British protectorate, aud thu road 
to tho African interior was preserved to the 
Capo Colony. 

Following tho Boohuanaland expedition, 
came the forma' ion of the exploration com- 
pany and other syndicates, who received 
conceasions from Lo Bengula, Khama and 
other chiefa, and simultaneously with this, 
the great gold development of tho Trans- 
vaal. Lo Bengula ia tho chief of tho Alata- 
bele, a warlike peoplo whose territory lies 
botween the Zambesi and Limpopo rivers, 
while Khama ia chief of the Mashonus, a 
tribe long tributary to the former. 

WritiDg on tho situation in March 18S9, 
from Bechuanaland, a gentleman who had 
many advantages for acquiring knowledge, 
said : 

"Tho Tranavaal is turning out so fabul- 
ously rich that this fact muat bo taken into 
accouut ; gold miniug ia now in ita infancy, 
yet Rohiuaon £1 aharea are up to £0.'), and 
it is unreasonable to expeat that the beat 
has been discovered. Zmnsnanberg in the 
north, Klerksdorp in the south, Barberton 
and Lydenberg in tho east and the Rand 
(now known aa Johannesberg) in tho centre, 
are rising and some going ahead quicker 
than Kimberley at its best. 

" Bechuanaland and Matabeleland are 
probably quito aa rich and Mashonalaud iB 
the field ot South Africa aa far aa known, 
and before long people will bo Hocking here." 

During 1887 troubles arose botween tho 
Transvaal Boers and Khama's people. Lo 
Bengula, who had previously admitted Kha- 
ma's independence, now claimod that he had 
the right to grant concessions in Maahona- 
land, that he had no boundary to his coun- 
try, and that the Mashonas were still sub- 
ject to the Matabele. To quote again from 
my correspondent : 

"You must remember that Cecil Rhodes, 
who is a great power of wealth, 
is Lifo Governor of DeBeeru' company 
(Kimberley diamond mines)— Kudd, Rhodes, 
Barnato and Robinson are in the swim." 

Rudd, after a brief visit to Lo Bengula, 
was successful in receiving from him conces- 
sions granting the whole, solo and exclusive 
righta to mino in Matabeleland, Mushona- 
land, etc ,aud in return promised Lo Bengula 
£1,000 a year, and a present of 5 000 Mar- 
tini-Henry rifles. Tho turn of £10,000, vot- 
ed as secret servico money in connection 
with the DeBecrB water works, ia supposed 
to have gone in thia direction. Another 
phase of the Matabelo riddlo was that, for 
years past, they had been murdering and 
raiding the Mushonas; and Selous the 
Biahop of Bloemfontein and others directed 
attention to tho fact that, till tho Matabelo 
were conquered there could bo no rest. In 
the letter before quoted from, the writer 
gnea on to say : 

"For some time tho Tranavaalers havo 
been arming, and the guns for tho Matabele, 
which are a couple of days from hero, may 
be Btoppsd, which will again mix things a 
little. I don't think Khama will interfere, 
and if tho Capo Government does, it will bd 
euchreiag tho DoBeers Company (Rudd, 
Rhodes and Sir H. Robinson, the high com- 
missioner for South Africa). Dr. Jameson 
and party sent up by Rudd are expected 
the day after to-morrow, guns and all." 

This waa the beginning of tho chartered 
company's movements. OwiDg to tho trou- 
bles before mentioned, tho administrator in 
British Bechuanaland, Sir S. Sheppard, held 
an inquiry, and during this Beveral of tho 
lesser chiefs wished to attack him and his 
party, but Khama hearing of their plana, 
took prompt measurea to prevent tho young 
men from carrying out their project, thua 
practically showing hia loyalty and placing 
the Britiah Government under no small ob- 
ligation. » 

Britith interests continued to increase 
and capital to bo invested in tho Mashona 
country ; tho journeyiiig3 of the .ubiquitous 
Sir Randolph Churchill and other prominent 
men advertised it muchly, and it camo to be 
known as " Rhodesia," 

In July, of lap*, yenr, Mr. Rhodes', tile 
Premier of tho Colony, at a banquet in 
Caps Town, responding to the toast of the 
Ministry, said : 

"As to the future, what may happen to 
South Africa 1 oannot say. What tho New 
South Africa, what young South Africa will 
do after we are gono, I cannot say ; but in 
our lifetime, our duty is to draw together 
tho States of South Africa by means of a 
Railway Union, aud by means of a CustomB 
Union. Tho gentleman who has boon good 
enough to propoao tho toast of thu Ministry 
has coupled therewith some personal re- 
marks in reference to myself. Ho has re- 
ferred to that uncivilized portion of tho map 
which wo are gradually annexing — where 
there" does not happen to bo uny civilised 
white occupation, aud which therefore one 
has fairly tiio right to havo had tho policy 
und tho ambition to make it a portion of the 
Colony which ono has adopted as ono's 
homo. It has gono on step by Btep, it has 
gono on hundreds of miles by hundreds of 
miles, and it does happen that wo havo pro- 
ceeded to tho Zimbesia. On that question 
I con ohallengo any criticism frum tho 
President of tho Free Slato or from the 
President of tho Transvaal. I can simply 
say that it waa unoccupied, except by a 
nativo population, full of barbarism, and 
that it was a fair policy to morgo therein 
the system of the Capo Colony, to mako it 
ono in laws, in system, and in occupation, 
an idea and a design of tremendous difficul- 
ties, but very pleasurable with the viow of its 
ultimata object. 

"I cannot speak to-night with any con- 
fidence, but I can toll you that it was like a 
pioturo ten yoars ago, ond it hus gradually 
progressed, I remember that when I have 



been in a painter's Btudio, and I havo seen a 
picture all blurred and all indistinct. You 
go another week, and you goonothor month, 
and you gradually sen tho outlines coming 
out. You might condemn at any moment, 
you might say that it would bo a failure, 
hut sometimes tho picturo is an ultimate 
succeBB. When I reply to tho hon. gentle 
man who has proposed tho health of " Tho 
Miui8try," aud has indiroatly roferred to 
that. I can only Bay that I have been draw- 
ing a pioturo. I do hopo that that picture 
may prove an ultimato success, that it will 
bo a picturo that tho Capo may appreciate, 
that it will bo a picture which tho people of 
thia colony may share in. I can only Bay 
on that point that I havo been drawing a 
pioture, and that I do hope — it has been the 
feeling of my Ufa -that that picturo will bo 
an ultimato and complete success, and tho 
doatination of that picture is to transfer it 
to your possession. 

" When I conaidor tho Ministry, and tho 
gentlemen that havo been conneotod with 
it, I muat say that tho Ministry havo been 
oxtremely fair. Thoy recognize that the 
picture ia being drawn ; they hopo that it 
may bo an ultimato success, and thoy hopo 
that one day thoy may take possession of it. 
Still, though they aro connected with tho 
pioturo, they havo no liability for the pic- 
turo, and they say that ono of their col- 
leagues ia drawing tho picture, and thatono 
day when they aro much older men, and 
that picturo ia a complete success, tho Capo 
Colony will take possession of it. That ia 
my reply to tho gentleman who proposod 
the health of tho Ministry in that ho indi- 
rectly referred to the question of tho expan- 
sion to the North. Now, Mr. Mayor and 
gentlemen, wo havo on many occasions boon 
reforrtd to as ' The Happy Family,' cynic- 
ally, I think, because it ia supposed that 
that there aro very varied and marked differ- 
ences between those gentlemen who at tho 
present moment conduct tho affairs of thia 
country. My reply to that remark ia tho 
following : That I believe I happen to havo 
had tho good fortuuo to be connected with a 
number of gentlemen who havo very 
strong and marked indivMualitiea. 
There is no question that comes 
up that ihcro is any feeling amongst 
them, other than a strong individuality, on 
tho decision of tho question. Wo fight out 
our quarrels und our difficulties, and at any 
rate, we havo shown a unanimous front to 
tho country, and I am glad to feel that I am 
in a Ministry not of dummies, but of the 
moat marked individualism. Whatever we 
submit to tho consideration of this country, 
you may bo aasured of this (I don't suppose 
that 1 am revealing Cabinet secrets), that it 
is submitted after tho most intenso discus- 
sion, after tho trial of the greatest individu- 
ality. It is a compromise representing tho 
compromise of individualities. It ia not the 
compromise of dummies. Up to the present, 
at any rate, wo havo succeeded in what you 
may cull a broad external policy ; that is, 
tho connection of tho different states ot 
South Africa with us by railway communi- 
cation. We have fortunately a prosperous 
revenue. Even tho pesimistic Treasurer— 
(laughter) — haB had to own that ends up to 
the present havo mot, and if I were to tako 
you into my confidence, I would say that 
there was never a moment in our Ministry 
when we woremoro unanimous and morccoin- 
bined. Wc have united tho different atateH 
of South Africa by railway communication. 
I have, at any rate, from my col- 
leaguea no activo opposition in refer- 
ence to my personal policy in the North, 
and in so far as our revenue is concorned it 
fairly balances with our expenditure, and I 
think, Mr. Mayor, that wo can congratulate 
ourselves on our position. 

" I do feel thie, sir, that wo do live at a 
very happy moment. It doeB happen, by 
tho good luok or good fortuno of our present 
circumstances, that we aro in chargo of tho 
country when the whola of South Africa is 
on tho move duo to gold, duo to diamonds, 
duo to expansion to the North. Wo havo 
not tho ordinary question of tho pirish 
pump. The whole of our population is on 
the move. Wo aro almost at the Zambesi. 
Wo have a moBt extraordinary return of 
prosperity from the Transvaal. We havo 
during our own lifetime received tho pro- 
sperity of tho diamond fields, and I may 
say that I am glad and happy to think, and 
I think my colleagues will agreo with me, 
that we live ut the present day. We might 
havo been iu the old, humdrum existence of 
twenty years sgo, when our revenue was 
about two or three millions and our expen- 
diture about the same. Wo havo a gross 
total botween export and import of about 
twenty millions, and from day to Jay we do 
not know how that will expand. Wo have 
to use the most cautious provision with re- 
ference to our expenditure iu thia country, 
but I think you will agree that wo havo 
been most cautious with our local expendi- 
ture. We have, on each occasion I think 
with tho support of tho colony, had tho 
courage and pluck to seize the communica- 
tions with the North." 

Dr. Jameson, who is administrator in tho 
chartered company's territory, is said to be 
a man of groat personal character, fully 
competent to guido their affairs, and from 
late Tranavaal papers appears to have 
tuken a similar stand to that taken by tho 
late Sir Birtlo Frero before tho Zulu war, 
and refused to give up to butchery somo 
refugee Mashonas. Writing under date 
August 15, from Victoria, a correspondent 
eenda tho following to a gentleman in 
Johannesburg : 

"I reached hero all safe and tound, but 
how long I shull continue to bo so is un 
opon quoBtion. I had only been up here 
fourteen days when wo had to clear from 
tho mines and go into camp at Fort Vic- 
toria, where we were supplied with rifles 
and ammunition. All our Kaffir huts wero 
burned early ono morning, and you should 
have seen tho boya run whoa their dwell- 
ings were fired, iu their terror of tho 
Matabele. For 10 days wo were in camp, 
and it was a miserable time, what with 
our blanketa being wet every morn- 
ing," tho petrifying cold, and ono 
thing and another. A few days before we 
went, into' camp tlireo of ua wont out to seo 
if there wero any signs of tho Matabele, and 
within three miles of tho old police camp 
we came across two dead Makalakas with 
their hands cut off and apparently not long 
dead. Wc ut once reported our discovery 
to the mino manager, and then set to work 
putting all tho stores down thu shaft and in 
tho drives. Every night while at tho 
mines guard was kept, and we succeeded in 
getting into camp all right and without fur- 
ther incident. Two indunaa (chiefs) camo 
to tho fort and had champagne, cigaru, 
bread etc. They inspected thu big gun, but 
wero evidently not much impressed wito it. 
Two or three hundred Matabele encamped 
only about a mile from tho fort, and for 
fifty miles around they burned all tho kraals 
and stole tho oxen, including those of white 
men. 

"As soon aa Dr. Jameson arrived, a picket 
went out to the Matabele, who were four or 
fivo milos oil', and told them tho Big White 
man wanted to seo them. When tho Mata- 
belo arrived, Dr. Jumeaon uBked them why 
they camo into tho white man's country and 
killed the Makalakas, burned their huts, 
and stole their oxen. They could not give 
a proper answer, They said tho young men 
would not giva up tho stolen cattle, und they 
also demanded all tho Makalakua in tho fort 
in order to kill them. The Doctor told them 
this would not bo done, and informed thorn 



_ , , 

that if they did not clear over tho border in 
two hourB, ho would ha/o them shot. Thoy 
laughed in tho Doctor's faco ut his threat, 
ana one of the Indunaa was very impudont 
to him. Whilu the "pow-wow" wa8 going 
on, between 400 and 500 men, armed with 
rifleB, wore on the walls of tho fort. About 
•10 of tho Matubelo cjmo inside tho fort, 
and tho rese remained outside. On this oc- 
casion they got no oigars, brandy, cham- 
pagne, or tho other things thoy delight in, 
and they did not fail to show their rago and 
diaappointment. Off they then wont, and 
stationed themselves four or fivo milea 
away. 

When the two hours whioh tho Adminis- 
trator had given thorn to "clear out" in 
had expired, a forco of thirty-five men, of 
whom I was one, each man supplied with 
seventy five rounds, waa dispatched after 
thorn to hasten thoir movement. They 
wero ready for us, hut we wero tho first to 
open tho ball. Wo dismounted fifteen yards 
apart, and each having selected a man, we 
pouretl in a volley which rolled over a dozen 
or so. One of tho enemy who " handed in 
their checks " was tho cheeky induna with 
throo bullets in him. Tho Matabole re- 
Bponded with a few shots and assegais, but 
all wont clear. Dropping shields, sticks, 
guns, assegais and everything that would 
impede their movements, thoy hounded 
away heltor-skelter liko springbuck. We 
chaBed them for about a mile, and four 
miles further on 3,000 or 4,000 of them were 
massed in readiness, so wo returned to the 
camp. DuriDg tho night they camo und 
took their deud away. The following morn- 
ing a senro of men went out, and though 
they rode for twenty milee, not a trace of 
tho Matabolo was to bo seen. By tho light 
of their burning huts, and whilo in ambush, 
tho MakalakaB saw tho Matabelo Oarrying 
tho bodies of thoir dead away, and thoy told 
us over 100 wore killed. So ended that 
little skirmish. 

"Tho news hero ia that tho Matabolo 
moan lo eat up tho white men, and wo are 
making great preparations in tho fort for a 
proper fight. Tho river ia two miles off, 
and only tho big gun in tho tower could 
covor tho water-cart in that distance. So, 
in case wo aro besieged, wo are sicking a 
well insido the fort. Lo Bengula sent a 
message to Captain Lendy thut if ho catches 
him ho will cut his ears off " 

It is not tho first timo in South African 
hiatory that nativea havo acquired arms, 
which is a great objiot with them, and then 
ubccI them againBt tho whites Irom whom 
they got them. Tho fault tho chartered 
company appears to havo committed ia in 
allowing tho Matahelo to procure rifles, aa 
even without them, owing to their complete 
military organization, thoy were a standing 
menace to their neighbors. 

It will thus bo eaBily seen how England 
may be drawn into tho chartered company's 
ejuarrol and in it looao both money and 
men. F. B. 

Victoria, B. C, Gotober 21, 1893, 

Tho famous African traveller and German 
Government Commissioner Dr. Petora, haa 
recently been in Montreal, and from an in- 
terview hail with him by a Witneas ro- 
porter tho following is taken : 

" About tho Matabolcs and Mr. Rhodes' 
company, Dr. Peters Bays thero will bo 
sovero fighting, but Matabole iB not Ceto- 
wayo, and the atrugglo will not bo ao sevore. 
' But that will probably happen which hap- 
pened in my own caso, which nearly always 
happens — the Imperial Government will 
have to como to tho aid of tho company. 
That was not tho intention, of course. But 
events precipitate themBelveB • suddenly ; 
there is no remedy. The Government can- 
not allow its subjects to he ruined, and the 
country whioh haa been opened up to fall 
into other hands ; and ao thero aro troops 
sent out, and the nativea aro beaten.' "

CHINESE REGISTRATION. 

The President's Message Extending the Time 
Allowed. 

Washington- City, Oct. 21.— Tho Presi- 
dent haB sent to tho Senato in executive ses- 
sion a message transmitting tho report of 
the Secretary of Stato in reply to Dolph'a 
resolution of inquiry concerning tho attitude 
of China iu regard to tho extension of the 
time for tho registration of Chineeo laborers. 
Tho roport aaya: " Whilo tho Government 
of China haa not formally reejuested that tho 
timo for registration provided for in tho 
Geary law ba extended, and no formal as- 
surance has been given thut if extended Chi- 
nese laborers in the United States will take 
out certificates us provided by tho net, the 
Chinese minister haa repeatedly asserted in 
conforonco with tho undersigned that his 
countrymen residing in the United States at 
tho timo of the passage of tho act, on tho 
advice of eminent counsel and in good 
faith, refrained from registering within the 
timo allowed, and that it would bo unjust 
to deny them another opportunity to regis- 
ter. Tho minister moro than onco has given 
assurance that un additional opportunity to 
register would n (ford his government great 
satisfaction.''

HE San Francisco Cull 
recently invited its boy 
readers to outer into a 
literary competition, 
offering a prizo for tho 
best short buttle story 
written under tho sti- 
Tho luds wore asked 
to imagine themselves in command of the 
U.S.S. Oregon, take her into buttle and 
then write about it. Seventy-two en- 
thusiastic young Americans responded, 
tho narratives containing an average of 
1,200 worda each. Fust prizo went to 
Wallace von Holmes, aged 15years,ofEu8t 
Oakland, and second prizo" to E. M. 
Armstrong, another Oafklander. Of tho 
Boventy-two youthful storywritors forty- 
two waged war with England; eleven en- 
gaged Chili; two selected Russia; three 
chose Italy, four China, ono Brazil, three 
France, one Spain and ono Germany. 
Of tho troubles that led to their wars, 
Hawaii was named by eight und tho fish- 
eries dispute by nine. Wallace von 
He! Hies, whoso story was pronounced 
beat, entitles it "The Full of Esquimalt," 
and also submitted a very fair illustration 
which the Call published with tho sketch 
Here is tho latter : 

At 2 o'clock on the morning of a cer- 
tain day of 1805 the United Stutes 
steamer Oregon, myself commanding, ar- 
rived in tho Straits of Juan do Fuca, 
about twelve miles off tho city of Victoria. 
War had been declared between the 
United States and Great Britain, Biid 
two duys before, the battle-ship left San 
Francisco with orders to proceed north- 
ward und attempt to capture tho Britisli 
navy yard at Esquimalt, only a short 
distance from Victoria. Tho night was 
dnrk, and aa all our lights wero extin- 
guished wo hoped to rest undisturbed till 
morning, but in an hour the lookout in 
tho top descried un object which was ap- 
proaching from t'no north. The search- 
light was turned on, and the men took 
their places at tho ilotchkiss and Gatling 
guns, for aa tho long white streak of light 
shot across the water it rovealed a tor- 
pedo boat. A moment later tho lookout 
discerned another object to the eastward, 
and a second light disclosed another tor- 
pedo boat. As thoy approached wo 
opened firo with all our available rapid- 
fire guns. 

Jets of flame spurted from the 
superstructure und the tops. It was evi- 
dent that for n torpedo boat to attempt 
to rush through such a fire was madness. 
Tho commanders of tho boats evidently 
appreciated the fact for both of thorn 
soon tried to turn about and steam away. 
This mancBUver exposed tho broadBido of 
each bout for a few seconds. The ono to 
the eastward succeeded in getting away, 
but the ono nortli of us Btopped, struck 
by a lucky shot, then hcoled over and 
went down bow first. We lowered and 
manned a cuttor, which succeeded in 
picking up tho few of hor crow who had 
not gono down with her. 

I questioned them whon they wore 
brought on board our vessel, and found 
that tho Temeruire was in Esquimalt 
harbor and tho cruiser Nympho was on 
the drydock. The Tomeraire was of tho 
"belt and battery" typo of ba'tlo- 
ship. She had a complete waterline belt 
of armor 11 inches thick amidships, 
tapering to 9 inches at tho extremities, 
and had an armored box amidships in 
which two 25-ton and four 18-ton guns 
were placed. She also carried two 25-ton 
r;uns in barbottes, ono forward and one 
aft. Her displacement was 8,540 tons, 
horse-power 7,5!0 and speed 14?. knots. 

Wo wero not disturbed again that 
night. Breakfast was served early, so as 
to bo rc-'.dy for tho attack at daybreak, 
and tho ship was cleared for action. 
Heavy steel plates wore substituted for 
the usual hatch coverings. Ammunition 
was hauled up from the magazines and 
the turrets wero given a turn to seo if 
they worked smoothly. 

Whilo these preparations wero in pro- 
gress I went to the chartroom to look up 
the details of tho vicinity and found that 
I had a space about twenty-eight miles 
long and fifteen wide of smooth, deep 
wutor to manoauver in. 

At 7 o'clock I was notified thut tho 
Temeraire was steaming out of Esquimalt 
harbor and immediately ordered tho 
crew to quarters, then stepped into tho 



conning tower. Our enemy had just 
passed out botween Fisherman's Island 
und tho Point and was making in a ijouth- 
easterly direction, so as to gain room to 
manoeuver I ordered tho helm to star- 
board, to prevent hor if possible, but she 
got ahead of mo. Then followed a run- 
ning fight down the straits, and a good 
deal of firing was done on both sides. 
Several shells struck us. Ono solid shot, 
glancing from tho forward turret, crashed 
through tho forward part of tho super- 
structure and dropped into tho sea. Ono 
shell struck our sido armor and exploded 
without penetrating moro than a fow 
inches. There wore also soveral holes in 
our ad vera try 's side. Wo wero not 
steaming at full speed, but still fast 
enough t > mako hitting no easy matter, 

1 determined to como to closer quar- 
ters, and so ordered tho helm to port. 
Wo soon wero about a milo apart, and 
therefore well within rango of oven tho 
quick-firing guns, aud wore broadsido to 
broadside at that time. Wo brought to 
bear on the enemy four 13-inch, four 
8-inch und four (J-inch gtuia, besides 
rapid-firing guns, while our foe brought 
to bear three 25-ton and and two 18-ton 
pieces, besides her machine guns. Tho 
firing at this time was particularly effect- 
ive on both sideB. Two of our water- 
tight compartments aft wore flooded, in 
spito of tho coffer dam of woodito, but 
that did not bother us much. One shell 
struck our conning tower a glancing blow; 
another penetrated into tho superstruc- 
ture and, exploding, disabled a 6-inch 
gun and injured nearly ail of its crow. 
A solid shot stuck into ono of tho tur- 
rets, whilo several shots broke against 
them. 

The enomy got decidedly tho worst of 
it, for several of our 13-inch shells, after 
crushing through tho iron sides of her 
battery, exploded within, doing great 
damage, and we ditl not hoar from one of 
her 25-ton guns again during tho fight. 
Soveral shots hud penetrated her thin 
armor forward and aft, and wo could seo 
that water was getting in. A lucky shot 
tumbled one of her funnels over, thus 
lessening the draft and her speed. 

All this had happened in a short space 
of time, in a little over an hour, yet wo 
were sixteen miles from where wo sturt- 
ed. Tho Temeruire ut this timo eloubled 
and made for homo, but she could not 
steam vory fast on account of having only 
one funnel intact. I ordered our holm to 
port and putting tho indicator over to 
"full speed ahead," camo around between 
our foo and tho shoro. Our firo at this 
time was very effective, nearly every 
shot striking its mark. Our 8-inch cutis 
did specially good work. Thero was a 
hole in tho side of her casemate largo 
enough for a man to stop into and ono 
mast had gono by tho board. Her fire 
began to visibly slacken. 

Several shots had struck our armored 
belt, but none had penetrated, but one 
of our 8-inch gun turrets could not be 
moved. 

Soon wo wero within six milea of Vic- 
toria, and us 1 did not wiah to attact tho 
forts in addition to the battle ship I de- 
cided to ond tho affair. I steered so us 
to ram our slower rival about midships. 
Wo woro almost upon hor whon down 
camo her flag, und wo had just timo to 
sheer off und stop. I sent an officer and 
detachment of murines over to her in 
boats, and ono of tho boats returned with 
her commander. I met him on deck and 
bunded back the sword ho offered me. 
Then I guvo him to tho care of my 
officers. 

I headed the Oregon toward tho shoro 
with tho indicator at "ahead slow," and 
when about a mile off brought tho whole 
broadsido to bear on tho fort. Our great 
guns made short work of the casemates 
and earthworks, whilo our rapid-fire guns 
made it very uncomfortable for tho gun- 
ners. Wo were hit several times, but no 
great damage rosulted. 

At last overy gun in tho fortifications 
was silenced and a white Hag was raised 
amidst the hurrahs from our sailors. 
Sevoral boats wero launched, carrying 
marines ashore. Two steam launches 
were lowered and manned, and aa soon 
ns they hud steamed up thoy drugged tho 
channel for torpedoes, but found none, 
and then steamed for tho drydock, cap- 
turing the Nymphe. 

Tho navy yard people had grounded 
the torpedo boat which escaped us the 
night before and had wrecked the caisson 
of tho drydock and had got tho Nympho 
nearly out of clock, but tho arrival of the 
launches und some marines who inarched 
across the point stopped them. An offi- 
cer climbed to the signal station on a hill 
east of tho yard und signaled us to como 
in. Wo steamed slowly into tho harbor 
followed by the Temeraire. We had to 
bo vigilant for a wook to protect what wo 
had gained, but at tho end of that timo 
a squadron of cruisers arrived, und after 
repairs wo loft for Sun Francisco with 
our prizes,

THE SIAMESE TWINS. 



Bill Nye Says They Were Very 
Near to Each 
Other. 



Though Differing: in Their Ideas They 
Were Quite Insepar- 
able.

Mount Aihy, N. C, Sept. 20. 

This town is a post village of Surry 
■county, this state, imil 1ms cotton fac- 
tories, Hour mills, shoo factories for man 
and beast, tobacco factories for the same 
purpose, wool carding machines, mineral 
springs, newspaper?, etc., but its princi- 
pal hie was made as the homo of tho 
Siamese twins. 

Settling hero before tho late war, these 
strange men, so different in character, 
yet so constantly thrown into each 
other's society by a circumstance they 
could not prevent, and which was about 
7^ inches in length, lived until tho win- 
tor of 1875-70 under the American name 
of Bunker. Hero they were married, 
hero their children were born, and hero 
they died. 

Recently I havo had tho pleasure of 
reading an instructive article on those 
gentlemen prepared by M. A. Dufour 
for a French journal, and with tho items 
of interest offered me by tho old neigh- 
bors of Chang and Eng besides 1 venture 
to write a letter on these much talked of 
people from Siam. 




OLD NEIGHBORS OF THE TWINS. 



M. Dufour goes on to state that "las 
d'exhiber leur 'trait-d'union' deyant les 
curieux des deux tuondes, ils avient ac- 
quis uno jolio fermo, a Mount Airy dans 
le comto de Surry (Caroline du Nord) 
peti d'armees avant la guerre do seces- 
sions, et passedaient quelques esclaves." 

Carolina du Nord is good. I shall have 
that put on my cards hereafter. Trans- 
lated, M. Dufour's happy expression im- 
plies that, "tired of displaying their 
natal hyphen to the gaping crowds of 
both worlds, they had purchased a pret- 
ty farm at Mount Airy, Surry county, 
N. C. , a few years beforo tho war of se- 
cession. They owned a few slaves." 

On this lust question there is a differ- 
ence between authorities. M. Dufour, 
who was thoroughly familiar with his 
subject, states positively that they were 
not antig nistic regarding the great 
question of tho right to maintain and 
extend slavery in other words, that tho 
war did not separate Chang and Eng. 

Yet I was told by a man who claimed 
to know them well that Chang owned 
one slavo, while Eng did not, and did not 
favor the unholy traffic. Chane believed 
that, slavery being a good thing, ono 
could not havo too much of it, also that 
Btates l«id the right to regulate it as they 
would the liquor traffic, while Eng be- 
lieved that it was a national question and 
finally refused to help catch and return 
Chang's nigger for him. 

My informant said that this led to in- 
ternecino strife between tho two, and 
that when they wore on their way homo 
from the lodge, where Eng not being a 
member, had reluctantly gone to see 
Chang take tho thirty-second degree, 
they had an open rupturo almost, after 
which Chang enlisted in tho Confederate 
army and Eng in tho northern army. 
Later, however, both deserted, noticing 
how awkward it would bo in caso ono 
should suddenly decide to die for mother, 
homo and country, while tho other fa- 
vored longevity. 

This saino man told mo that when 
Nancy Bunker was born hor father in- 
sisted that her Uncle Chang should run 
for tho doctor. 

Eng and Chang mean, in tho Siamese 
tongue, with which 1 am perfectly fa- 
miliar, "right" and "left." They wore 
born at Baugosen, Siam, April 15, 1811, 
almost simultaneously. 

They had a Chinese fathor, and their 
mother was one-half Chinese, tho other 
half being Siamese. 

In putting on their dress suits they left 
■out tho lower stud of the shirt in ordor 
to give room for tho strange coffee col- 
ored coupler which joined the two at the 
base of tho sternum. 

Tho sternum is tho breast bono. 

These two twins were brought to tho 
United States at tho ago of 18 and wero 
on exhibition up to tho time thoy Eettled 
down at Mount Airy. 

They appeared jointly. 

Those who saw them say that Chang 
and Eng did much by their public ap- 
pearances to elevato and refino thoso who 
saw thorn. 

Still Cliang was intomperato, accord- 
ing to Dr. Jacobi, and many a time Eng, 
who was quiet and sober, had to go on 
in Chang's plaoe as an understudy. 

Eng was a Baptist, and on tho day ho 
united with tho church and was im- 
mersed Cliang insisted on accompanying 
him in a beastly state of intoxication. 

Theso wero the best known twins in 
history, living to tho age of 04, or nearly 
so. Tho Two Headed Nightingale is yet 
living at tho ago of 42, but is still singlo 
— that is, unmarried. 1 do not know 
how I would propose to tho Two Headed 
Nightingale. I might bo acceptable to 
ono of her reasoning faculties, while tho 
other might ho more sensitive to horrible 
.sights and refuse. 

Chang had some literary ambition, 
while Eng did not. Chang's love for 



rum was n pretty good sign that ho was a 
genius. Night after night he would pull 
Eng out of bud while sound asleep and 
jerk him uround in tho dark, jotting 
down memoranda of thoughts ho had 
dur ng the night. 

Ho also invented tho Edinburgh joke 
gimlet and used it succes fully wlulo in 
Scotland. 

They wero moro irritated against oach 
other after tho war th«n beforo, for 
Chang lost his nigger and bitterly re- 
proached Eng for being at the bottom 
of it. On top of all this, Eng tried to 
reconstruct Chang. 

Cliang married some time boforo tho 
idea occurred to Enif, and though he en- 
tered fully into tho spirit which prompted 
Chang to wed ho often felt ill at e .se and 
out of place sitting up lato of nights dur- 
ing tho courting and taking cold looking 
at the moon and pretending to be asleep. 

Therefore he soon turned his attention 
toward marriage, and accompanied by 
his brother ono evening made a proposal 
to Chang's sister-in-law. She rojected 
him, claiming that, according to her no- 
tions, relatives ought not, to bo too thick. 

Nevertheless it was Chang's wife, who 
felt that Bho had bitten off more than she 
could masticate, who induced her sister 
at last, while under the influence of wine 
jelly, to accept Eng, and for somo time 
tho four occupied tho same house, ato at 
the saino table and drank from tho samo 
canteen. But jealousy arose, and as a 
result each husband built a separate 
house. Cliang would go over and visit 
Eng for a week, and then Eng would 
come over and spend a week with Chang. 

They wero passionately fond of horse- 
back riding and baseball, Chang playing 
in tho Surry team and Eng in tho Mount 
Airy Sockless nine. This was told me 
by tho man w ho claimed that Chang was 
married quietly, w hile Eng took his wife 
on a tour of European travel. 

As farmars they had somo trouble in 
certain kinds of work, but M. Dufour 
says that they often hoed in the field, 
using tho "outside" arms to take hold of 
the hoe. They also enjoyed chopping 
wood, using the ax in tho samo manner. 
By a signal, consisting of a grunt, which 
seems to bo necessary to the chopper 
anyway, the two struck simultaneously, 
tho ax helve being grasped by the right 
hand of ono and the left of tho othor, the 
hand nearest the a.c being permitted to 
slip on tho handle at tho right moment, 
just as in ordinary chopping. 

The children and grandchildron of 
Chang and Eng are scattered pretty well 
over tho country. The brothers mar- 
ried two Misses Yates, and Nancy 
Bunker, tho eldest child, had somo ed- 
ucational advantages. She traveled in 
Europe with her fathor and undo and 
acted as their secretary. 

M. Dufour claims that the two bro- 
thers did not unite with tho Baptist 
church, but that the widows and children 
did. Perhaps this is correct, for I am 
gradually losing faith in tho man who 
said tho brothers were immersed while 
Cliang had a Siamese jag on. 

Dr. Jacobi states that "tho connection 
of the Siamese twins took place in their 
opigastric regions between the naval, 
which was common to both, and tho on- 
siform processes, which w«ro bent out 
in a forward direction and met very 
closely, held together by a ligamentous 
apparatus. The coupling itself was 8 
inches in circuniforonco and 2k in 
diameter. It contained a connection be- 
tween tho two livers an d was composed 
partially of liver tissuo." 

The band was very curious from an 
anatomical standpoint, as the skin at tho 
median lino was mutually sensitivo, and 
inside thero was a combination of tho 
peritoneum, so that after death a hand 
introduced into the abdomen of Chang 
entered two pouches reaching into Eng, 
and tho roverse produced almost a simi- 
lar result as to Chang. 

Separation during life was therefore 
impossible. 

One evening in the winter of 1875-0 
Chang went to bed feeling indisposed, and 
Eng, who was of a sociabio turn of mind 
joined hirrfc After conversing for some 
time about their prospects, and finally 
got ting acrimonious regarding their man- 
agement! they at last compromised, 
agreeing that Chang should go under one 
management and Eng under another.

Then they dropped off to 3leep. In 
the night a wild cry from Eng pierced the 
darkness, and when tho family came Eng 
was found almost delirious with tho dis- 
covery that he was linked to tho dead 
body of his brother. lie lived for an 
hour only, tho fright and horror of his 
situation precipitating his death. 

No cases are recorded of successful 
separation in cases similar to this, though 
it has been several times attonipted. 

Considerable trouble was made by tho 
two sons, who came homo from tho west 
and heard on thoir arrival that tho doc- 
tors had secured tho bodies and gone 
away to get them photographed; also to 
see what mado tho "wheels go round." 
Thoy gratified their morbid curiosity and 
then brought back tho bodies, with 
thanks. The brothers wore displeased 
about it, and so expressed themselves. 
Somo people are perhaps morbidly sensi- 
tive about having their parents dissected 
that way. 

A friend of mino named Quill Patter- 
son says that his old doctor has Quill's 
father s stomach in alcohol, and though 
Quill has offered him over and over again 
four times what tho organ is worth from 
a mercantile standpoint, hoping to ob- 
tain it and bury it with tho old gontlo 
man, the doctor claims that Quill can't 
positively identify it, and so just becauso 
Mr. Patterson, beforo his fathor's death,

THE STRANDED "MIOWERA." 



Captaiu Stott Was Proceeding With 
All Caution Rut Had Miscal- 
culated Ilia Position. 



Tho First of the Shipwrecked Passen- 
gers Reaches Victoria— His Ac- 
count of tho Mishap. 



Mr. George. L. Courtenay, local manager 
of the C.P.R., yesterday received a tele 
gram from Mr. Willium Brown, of Van 
couver, assistant general freight and pas 
senger ogent of tho company, which puts a 
different complexion upon tho Miowera 
disustor than does tho Associated Preas re- 
port, in which Captain Stott was held en 
tiroly blameabla. Mr. Brown's dispatch is 
self-explanatory : 

"In connection with tho Associate! PrcBS 
report giving an account of tho Miowera 
disaster, and knowing Captain Stott aa well 
as I know him, I could not bcliovo the re- 
port to bo correct. 1 therefore wired to 
Mr. Walker, Theo. H. Davies' manager in 
Honolulu, who arrived from Honolulu in 
S»n Francisco by tho Australia, und am in 
receipt this morning of the following reply : 

San Francisco, Oct. 21. 
William Brown, Vancouver. 

Associut.d Prosa roport incorrect. Captain 
Stott was going very slow, trying to meet tho 
pilot at * aafo alstanoo outsido the or.tranco of 
tho harbor, and Mkiiw Buundlngs constantly. 
Ilu Dur i d a bus light without reply. The 
captain nnd two officers wero un tho bridgo 
lo ikluR for the pilot. The inner leading light, 
which is tu Ruido to position outsido, was ob- 
scured by ao no obstac o. and tho boat got too 
far in oufoio tho pilot reached her. Al tho in- 
dliatlons polntod to Doing well off land when 
tho Bhl p grounded, Tho pilot reached tho 
alilp u fow minutes later. 

(Sd.) Walker, 

Mr. J. K. Macrae, who was one of the 
passengers for thia city on the Miowera. 
joined his father, Mr. Farquhur Macrae, 
P.M., in Victoriu, last evening, huvingcomo 
north overland from San Francisco. The 
accident, he expluined, occurred at about 
8:30 in the evening, tho night being clear 
and fine but very dark. Captain Stott had 
whistled and signalled for tho pilot some 
timo before, und not realizing how cloao in 
ho wub, was running in at bIow steum to pick 
up tho pilot. Tho outor buoy wus pasaed 
without those aboard being aware of tho 
fact, there being no light upon it, and tho 
officers on the bridge were looking eugorly 
for tho green light ou shore which must be 
brought in lino with tho red to insure a safe 
entrance. Both wero plainly visible to the 
passengers on deck, but owing to somo re 
cent erection on shore the view of tho ono 
was shut off from those in charge of the 
movements of the ship. Herein, no doubt, 
lay tho cause of the disaster. 

Tho passengers experienced no shock 
when tho ship struck, und did not realize 
how serious an accident had befallen her. 
In thia they aharcd the feeling of the oilioors. 
Captain Stott was not trying to enter tho 
harbor without a pilot — in fact ho supposed, 
as was tho case, that tho port doctor would 
conio out to him on tho pilot boat — but was 
endeavoring, as ho was behind time, to get 
closa in and pick up tho pilot neur the bar. 
bor entrance The miscalculation of tho 
ship's position was fatal to her, for she 
drifted on just where tho swell is suil to bo 
worst. At the timo tho reef wus touched 
tho machinery was not in motion at all, the 
ship moving simply with tho way she had 
on. Sho did not run ou tho rock, but was 
laid gently bow ou it and waa gradually 
worked up by tho treacherous sea. 

About , '100 Ions of coal wero discharged 
on lighters, und the bulunco of tho fuel on 
board tumbled into tho seu. The night of 
tho accident a message was received fioni tho 
Cnited States Admiral ofl'eting immediate 
assistance, but the kindly proffered aid was 
declined, Captain Stott sending back word 
that tho ship was in no danger and would bo 
easily released by tho tugboat which hud 
been engaged for service in tho morning. 
This delay wus no doubt very ill-advised, 
but again it must be remembered that the 
Miowera seemed to bo in a position tho re- 
vorFO of dangerous. Captain Stott's expec- 
tations would no doubt havo been realized 
had tho mishap occurred at any other atuge 
of tho tide, which, when the ship went on, 
wus at its highest murk. The passengers 
remained on board until tho Wednesday 
following (tho ship striking Monday even- 
ing), and then cirgo and tho vessel's fur- 
nishings wero also removed. When the 
Miowera's passongers left on tho Australia, 
after presenting an address of sympathy to 
Captain Stott, the distressed steamer was 
atill sound in hull, her atom post and pro- 
poller having been tho only parts visibly 
injured. Tho ship lay, however, in im- 
minent danger in tho event of u chaugo of 
wind.
